YUTA CAPTAIN'S STORY. 


Much of the mystery of the 
disnster has been cleared up by 
the disclosures made by the Ad- 
miralty and the local naval au- 
thorities.

collision. ; 

The steamer picked up thirty- 
one officers und men of the sub- 
marine immedintely ‘after the 
sinking.

Commons Statement.

Yuta Rescue Work.

All the survivors were picked up 
by the s.4. Yuta shortly after the 
collision, with the exception of:six 
ratings who eseaped from the 
wreck by m sof the Davis 
Submarine Escape Apparatus be- 
tween two and four hours later 
and were reseued hy boats from 
the British warships, 


In Fire Compartment. 


Of these. it was regretted, two 
had subsequently died and one waa 
in o critical condition. These’ aix 
men were in the fire compartment 
of the submarine when she sank, 


‘He was sure that alf the members 


of the Commons would wish to as- 
sociate themselves with the mess- 
age of heartfelt sympathy which 
the Admiralty had sent to the

New Apptratus. 


The new submarine escape 
apparatus referred to is the inven- 
tion of a London man, Mr. R. J.

apparatus was first served out 
as aw part of the equipment of 
submarine crews. Each man in 
the service is thoroughly and fully 
trained in its use. 

This is the first time that a 
disaster has vefallen oa sub- 
Marine equipped with this 
apparatus. 

A_obreathing bag, to which a 
small cylinder of compressed 
oxygen is attuched, is strapped on

Penctrated every part of the 
upper floor and asphyxinted: the 
occupants, causing them to fall in 
a heap at the top of the staircase 
around which they had gathered 
in a vain attempt, to escape. All 
thirteen inmates of this floor, wo- 
men-and children, perfahed in this 
way. : 


There was a fire-escape provid- 


ed through the roof, in the form 
of a‘wooden flight of ateps leading 
to a aquare hole set in the tiles, 
large enough to permit the passagn 
of one individual at atime, ‘Fire- 
men found this barred and had to 
foree it, open to admit-a hose. 

But for the efficiency of the 
filremen—no better iIlustration 
could have been afforded than at 
this fire—the catastrophe would 
undoubtedly have attained deartlfor 
proportions, occurring as it did 
din an extremely crowded quarter, 
where intervening , Streets Were 
only a few feet across. 


Legal Position. 


The legal position in relution to 
the atorage of fire-crackers, which 
come under the Dangerous Goods 
Ordinance, Is defined as follows: — 
Although crackers exposed for 
sale in shops are required to be 
kept in ginsa cnses of receptacles, 
jthere is, as far ns seen, no actunt 
prohibition regarding their storage 
on tenement floors:or other non- 
business places such as the floor 
in which the present catastrophe 
had its origin. 

The Chief OMcer of the Fire 
Brigade, questioned on this point, 
sald:—"“The position is that the 
Fire Brigade has been urging 
that premises where crackers are 
sold should be licensed. The Dis- 
trict Watchmen’s Committee (con- 
tolled by Chinese residents) has 
also urged that some form of 
control should exist as yexurds 
fire-crackers and joss-paper shops, 
But oso far-—s tthe © CDistrict 
Watchmen Committee are*opposed 
to registration or Heensing of the 
premises, which, in the opinion of 
the Fire Brigade, the only pos- 
sible manner in whieh such 
premises could be effectively con- 
trolled. 

“From the Fire Brigade’s poiat 
of view we must againsstress tant 
registration and licensing under 
special conditions is apparently 
essential,” 

Previous Complaint. 

How abortive the best efforts of 
the Police or Fire Authorities can 
be when not backed up by the 
necessary powers, is illustrated 
by a°striking coincidence bearing 
on the present case. Some time 
after Mr. Wolfe's return from his 
last leave, *h complaint , was 
received from the tenants of 
house—No. 39 Staunton Street, 
he thought—that an adjoining 
floor was being used for the 
storage of. fire-crackers. The 
tenants ‘thought the pr nce of 
the explosives wasn a decided 
danger, and they requested the 
police authorities to look into the 
matter. 

On his visiting the floor in 
question, which, as it turny out, 
happened to be the one imme- 
diately adjoining No, 36, theone 
involved in the fire-disaster on 
Tuesday night, Mr, Wolfe and Mr. 
Brooks verified the «facts behind 
the complaint, and found that 
“here was an aggravated cnse for 
au written report to be made out. 
The urgeney for earrying out the 
provisions of that report could 
have no greater impulse than 
furnished’ by the — revelations 
springing °from a disaster which 
occurred next door to the floor in- 
dieuted. That the regulations so 
much desi-ed by the Fire Brigade 
have not so far been put into 
effect is attributed’ by Mr. Wolfe 
to lack of Jegul powers,

Tuesday's naval disaster 
of the Royal Nayy lost their lives, 
has cast a deep gloom over the 
whole Colony, not alone in Service 
cireles but amongst all sections of 
the community.

HAT makes us write what 

qo think?) What is the deep- 
rooted instinct that makes human 
beings rush to pen, paper and ink? 
And why do they choose the mo- 
ments when thost homely Inatru- 
ments are. as. deadly n8 80 many 
aticks of dynamite ‘aurrounded by 
rattlesnakes? : , 

It hag never attracted the atten- 
tion of the scientists, been analysed 
in resenrch laboratorica or lectured 
upon before the Royal Society, yet 
this instinct has been responsible 
for more quarrels, mischief ond 
suffering, nnd has provided ‘more 
work for courts of law than almost 
any other of the unreasoning im- 
pulséa which affect human conduct 
no profoundly. : 

In our speech and in our actions 
nll of us, with the possible excep- 
lion of a few over-cmotionalised 
types, are continually bringing the, 
restraint of our reason to bear on 
our impulses. ~ . . 

It is n commonplace that if we all 
said or did exactly what came into 
our heads the ordinary intercourse 
of civilised life would rapidly be 
come impossible. Why, then, should 
this brake become removed auto; 
matically when we draw the paper 
towards 18? 

The writing of love letters, above 
all, falls into this category of mis- 
placed literary endeavour. Love 
letters are the wnerring and deadly 
life, but 
ns one of the major 
branches of correspondence. 
When two normally intelligent 
people . are overcome by — the 
emotional complex to which we have 
given the name of love. their con-' 
dition renders them prone to im- 
mediate and constant outpourings 
of words. These words bear as 
little relation to their true per- 
manent thought processes us the 
ramblings of a delirious patient do 
to his usual conversation, 

Yet down it all goes, sense and 
nonsense together, infantile pet 
names and ridiculous protestations. 

Anyone who has ever heard coun- 
sel read such effusions in open 
court will realise to the full what 
n sorry’ figure the writer cuts. 
Though there may be exceptions, 
love, like youth, is “a stuf will not 
endure.” ‘Must it’ not, therefore, 
be folly to entrust its passing pangs 
to n medium which will endure as 
long as bricks and mortar and fre- 
quently longer? 

When quarrels come to rend 
families into warring camps, part 
business associates or split political 
parties, this fatal instinct “to 
write” is ulwaya well to.the fore. 
Here, perhaps, ls the shadow of an 
excuse in the natural combative- 
ness of man, the desire to score off 
your opponent. But it is here that 
the poison works the quickest. 

A quarrel (s like ajlments: of the 
body. It can be reduced by the up- 
plication of soothing processes or 
inflamed by irritants. The su- 
preme irritant ia the give-him-n- 
piece-of-my-mind letter, which al- 
most: always extends beyond the 
merit of the dispute to include an 
acidulated review of recant and not 
so recent family history. 

No ordinary verbal disagreement 
is capable of breeding half so 
much bitterness, The cut and 
thrust of a debate, however violent 
it may beenme, has the effect of 
keeping the talk to the point; the 
barbed shafts only occur later— 
those crushing retorts which. one 


thinks of on the way downstalra 
when it is all over. : 

But the relentless written word 
never forgets one of them. When- 
ever you find a will has been alter- 
ed or close relations who are not 
on speaking terms, you can be sure 
ae letter lies at the bottom of 


One symptom of this ink poison- 
ing is that the letter must be In 
the actual handwriting of the sen- 
der. Dictation’ and the typowriter 
lose for once thuir power: the 
taunts or endearments do not scem 
to carry the same satisfaction un- 
less they can be framed by the 
contact of pen and paper. 

Unhappily for the brotherhood of * 
man, «no thoroughly asntisfactory 
cure for this complaint has yet been 
discovered. Medical acience has 
not even segregated the germ of 
ink poisoning. Nothing 6ut a sus- 
tained cffort of will really meets the 
situation, though it might be help- 
fal'to cut out this article and hang 
it, framed, over the writing table. 

Of course, there remains the 
safety valve aspect of putting it on 
paper to be considered. The final 
Nourish under the signature on the 
Ietter which, pledyes: undying af- 
fection or gives the old devil some- 
thing to think about, as the case 
may be, brings with it a certain 
glow of satisfaction and achieve- 
ment. : 
~ Itds not an enduring satisfaction, 
and one should be able to sub- 
stitute for it the realisation that 
one will be seeing tho girl on Tucs- 
day, anyhow, and that the old devil 
romains an uncle however much he 
be given to think about. 

But since it fs not always possible’ 
to nttain such an enviable state of 
detachment, there ig one other solu- 
tlon which is practicable as a com- 
promise. Write the letter; put it 
all down, “purge your bosom of 
much perilous stuff,” and then take 
your glow of satisfaction and your 
letter to bed with you.

sequel to a deal in arms involv- 
ing . payment of about $28,000. 

‘The Registrar -of HLM. Police 
Court, in a lengthy explanation of 
his decision, said that neither the 
main charge of false pretences nor 
the alternative charges had been 
substantiated, A civil elatm = for 
non-delivery of the arma might 
have been substituted. 

Aftor the decision was announe- 
ed Mr, Chrisde wak congratulated 
by a host of friends. ‘The first to 
shake hia hand was hia counsel, 
Mr. Tycho Wing, The prosecu- 
tion had been conducted by Ms.

Reuistrar's Decision, 

Dealing with the charge of false 
pretences, the Registrar said the 
Prosecution had proved that $28,- 
000 was paid to Mr, Christie for 
the purchase of arms, that those 
arms were never received, and 
that a number of attempts had 
been made by the prosecutor or 
hin agents to inspect the arms, 
which were supposed to be at 
Amoy.  The'defence admitted that 
the money had been paid to Mr.

While it had been proved that‘the 
promised arms had-not yet been 
delivered, such failure to deliver: 
in the circumstanees, could at 
most be considered a matter Tor 
vivil proceedings, In iminal 
proceedings in British law it was 
the rule that a prosecution muat 
prove its case up to the hilt; in 
the alternatve, the benefit of the 
daubt must be gven to an aecused 
Therefore he would: not fect 
justified in committing Mr. 
Christie for trial. : 


Alternative Charges, 

The first of alternative charges 
-ulleying that Mr. Christie had 
been “entrusted with certiin 
money in arder lo buy arms which 
he did fraudulently convert to his 
own uses’ -cnlled for proof, that 
(1) certain money was entrustec 
to Mr. Christie for a certain pur- 
pose, and (2) that he convertec 
such money to his oWn use ar ta 
the uses of other people. 

Mr. Christie had admitted!y 
received the money, but it appear- 
ed that he must have acted as 
the agent for the prosecutor ane 
had received the money as an 
agent to do a certain thing, The 
prosecution had throughout main- 
tained that he was acting as a 
principal. ‘It could not be held 
that he personally had been 
entrusted with the money. 

The second allernative charge— 
that Mr. Christie ‘had received 
certain money on account of Mr 
Lee Ching-kitt and-did.fral 
ly convert the said mon 
own use and bonefit’—did not 
stand proved, It had not been 
shown that Mr. Christie had ‘ever 
received the money “on account 
of” Mr. Lee Ching-kJu or any other 
person, It ‘vas clear that the 
money liad been paid to him fer 
certain goods which he promised 
to have. delivered. ;

-At the end of the year members 
of the -Kowloon Cricket Club 
should be well housed in the new 
pavilion, the completion of which 


‘Tl the committee has been aiming at 


for some time. The contract was 
signed this week and as s00n an 
the plans have been passed by 
the authorities, the contrac- 
tors will:make a atart. Aa the re- 
sult of a lHmited competition for 
sketch. designs, Raven & Basto 
were commissioned to prepure 
building plans in general accor- 
dance with their competition de- 
sign, but modified somewhat to 
bring the cost within the funds 
available. The plans * make 
provision for a modern club- 
house, of ai type gew ‘to 
the Colony, ond embodying the 
Intest idens and conveniences of 
thia class of building. , 


The site chosen for the pavilion 
is the aren jn the north-western 
corner of the cricket ground, be- 
tween the bowling green and 
present club house at present 
occupied by some aheda used by 
the ground . staff. The sround 
plan is In the form of an angle, 
with the centre portion facing 
north-weat, and the two side wings 
branching off practically due east 
and south — respectively. The 
southern wing runs practically 
paratle) with Cox's Road, from 
which . the main entrance to the 
pavilion will be gained, The level 
of the clubhouse fs nbout 12 feet 
above that of the playing ground, 
and nu turfed slope wil} lead from 
the ground up to the steps of the 
main verandah, 


Spacious Dance Hall, 


the whole of — the 
centre portion of the new struc- 
ture is to be devoted. to the 
spacious concert and dance hall, 
the size of which ia 70 feet by 41.

Basements under the extremi- 
ties of the two side wings will pro- 
Dbably be used to house the ground 
staff and servants and to store 
gear, 


Roof trusses in the new build- 
ing will be of steel while the 
walls and pillars are of concrete 
and brick. Outside the walls 
will be coated with. Shanghai 
plaster and rough cast, while the 
pillars on the verandah will be 
terrazzo. Special attention is to 
be paid to the.dance floor while 
the flooring claewhere will be 
tenkblocka with the exception of 
the verandahs ‘and lobbies which 
will bo, tiled.

‘His Lordship, after an 
ez-parte hearing, gave judgment for 
plaintiffs with costs. - 
Plaintiffs alleged ‘that they en- 
tered into a contract with the Lee 
Wah Company on November 20, 
1929, when they bought from de- 
fendants 26 tons of 2,240 Ibs, nett 
wolfram ore 656/70 per cent. mini- 
mum W.0.9, at the price of $68 
Hongkong currency per picul nett 
welght F.O.B. lighter Hongkong 
Ilarbour, the grade to be subject 
to analysis and the ore to be pack- 
ed in double gunny bags. 
Delivery was to be made be- 
tween December 16 and 41, 1929, 
the Lee Wah Company reserving 
fi margin of three months for de- 
Hvety. The Company, hotvever, 
had failed to give delivery, and ft 
had been agreed that if this hap- 
pened, a deposit of $2,100 should 
be repaid Co plaintiff? with Interest, 
and that the Lee Wah Company 
would be held responsible for any 
deficiency in priee, together with 
all costs, charges, damages and 
expenses incurred by plaintif® in 
the event of non-delivery. 
Plaintiff claimed $2,100 deposit, 
together with interest at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum from 
November 20, 1929, until judgment 
or payment, damages for breach 
of contract and costs, the total 
amount claimed being $11,674.81.

New. Hopes of An 
' Arrangement. — 


- DUTCH SCHEME. 


. _ Amaterdam, June 10. 

_The progpects of an arrange- 
ment pbing roached within mea- 
surable time for the regulation of 
the production of: rubber. are 
better than is generally anticipat- 
ed, according te the newspaper, 
Handelsblad. * 


Tho journal says that the inten- 
tion to close the smaller factories 
haa been abandoned owing to the 
great apposition to such proposal, 
but the so-called quotn schema 
appears to have 1 good chance of 
being carried through. 

The Handelsblad says that the 
plan ig founded upon the principle 
that natlve production in respect 
of exports will not exceed ninety 
thousnnd tons of ,dry rubber 
annually, while the production ‘of 
the factories will be restricted to 
seventy-five per cent. of the pro- 
duction of. 1929. . . 

Bound up with the proposals 
ate measures which are to be 
tnken to prevent the accumulation 
of stocks in the fnctorics. . . 

The newspaper points ont that 
on the present basis this would 
not mean restriction for the 
native producers of rubber. — It 
also says: that if the Dutch 
Government is prepared to carry 
out the plan, the producers will 
get into touch with the Rubber 
Growers’ Association and co- 
operation with the British pro- 
ducers is to be expected.—Reuter.

COUNTRY. 


MUKDEN TO-HELP. 


Shanghai, June 11. 
General Chang Heuch-liang’s at- 
titude towards the present breach 
between the Canton and Nanking 
Governments is conveyed in a tele- 
gram which he has addressed to 
Marshal Chiang Kat-shek pledging 
loynl support of the Manchurian 
Divisions to the Nauking’ regime 
and expressing determination to as- 
alst the Government to complete 
the unification of the country, rea- 
ligation of, the revolutionary move 
ment, suppression of Communists 
and bandits, and the eatablishmen 
of a stable Government. . : 


The ‘Manchurian ruler mentions 
that the cowhole country, nfter 
twenty years of: internceine war, 
js looking eagerly for the com- 
mencement of a. period of recon- 
ptruction which the “Government 
has always promised but never car- 
rled out. He supports Marshal 
Chinng’s plea for the organisation 
of an anti-Communist expedition 
in Kiangsi. * : 


Nanking official circles “believe 
that General Chan Ming-shu has 
arrived at Nanchang by acroplane 
and is interviewing his Divisional 
commanders, Generals Tsoi Ting- 
kai and Ohiang Kwang-nal. As 
soon as his mission is accomplished, 
Gencral Chan is expected to return 
to Nanking to attend the Fifth 
Kuomintang Plenary’ Sesston: for 
the election of officials for the five 
Councils.—Rensha.
